The above figures show again a decided increase in 
circulation. While the fiction output is practically the same 
- as last year, the circulation of non-fiction and magazines has 
increased by nearly 500. This is a change we are glad to note 
as it shows an indication of a growing taste for reading 
along educational lines rather than wholly for pleasure. 
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Among the larger additions of the past year is that of 
the “Book of Knowledge,” paid for from the income of the 
Althea Stearns fund. This work is having a large circulation 
among both adults and children. 


For many years our library received no aid outside the 
town appropriation. It is a source of gratification that in 
recent years several gifts have been received showing a 
growing interest in this institution. This year has been no 
exception; the thanks of our town’s people are due this year 
to Chas. H. Bigelow, formerly of this town, for several sets 
of valuable books from his library. Among the 80 volumes 
given isa handsome De Luxe edition of 46 volumes of the 
library of the Worlds Best Literature by Charles Dudley 
Warner, a 7 volume Encyclopaedia of Textile work, 10 
volumes of the International Correspondence School reference — 
library, a2 volume Encyclopaedia of Chemistry, a 2 volume 
Dictionary of Mechanics and some Geological works. 


Smaller gifts of books have been received from Charles H. 
Curran, formerly of this town, 1 volume from his own pen; 
from Mrs. Ida H. Hosford 7 volumes of old and rare books. 


In addition to the above is a proposition from the heirs 
of the late Abbott H. Jones to give in his memory the sum of 
$3500, the income of which shall be used for the purchase of 
magazines, this proposition will come before the town for 
forinal acceptance at this coming annual meeting. 


Additional stack room in our library has now become a 
necessity, the library has been handicapped for two years for 
want ofroom. The present room contains little space for 
growth. With the assistance of an expert from the Library 
Bureau of Boston who visited us and looked the ground over | 
thoroughly, we have come to the conclusion that from two 
possible solutions of the problem the feasible one is to install 
in place of the present long counter, a new stack and the 
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purchase of a smaller charging desk and a periodical rack in 
its place. Such achange would provide room for probably

Miss Asenath H. Landers of 
Northfield and a graduate of the Normal Art Schnol, Boston, 
is the special teacher for drawing; while Miss Elizabeth F, 
Strecker teaches the music. The new principal is Mr. Everett 
L. Wentworth of Dover, Vt. and from the Mass. Agricultural 
College. Mr. Wentworth comes with the best of reeommenda- 
tions. He has already taken some of the classes and has made 
an excellent showing. 
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It is to be hoped that these teachers will be in Hinsdale next 
year. The good of the school demands it. When good teachers 
are once obtained an early effort should be made to retain 
them. The continual changes of the past few years has retard- 
ed the progress of the school. 


| COURSES OF THE CURRICULA 

The three courses of the curricula are, Liberal Arts, Domestic 
Arts and Agriculture. Individual studies of these courses will 
be found in the curricula which follows this report. It will be 
noticed that there is some improvement over last year. One 
very good change was the replacing of art in the domestic 
science course by arithmetic. The courses of domestic arts 
and agriculture which were put into the school last year for 
the first time have proved themselves to be of real value. 


PROGRESS — Progress has been made - this fact does not 
however give full satisfaction as progress has been hindered 
atthe same time. Neatness and cleanliness of surroundings 
havea great influence over habits and character. In the 
school building the lack of water not only renders studies like 
chemistry less efficient but makes it next to impossible to keep 
the building clean and in good order. The matter of electric 
lights may seem to be of minor importance, and yet there 
have been days so dark that work had to be suspended. 
Moreover, on many occassions the pupils have had to strain 
their eyes in order to see their work. Some have complained 
that they were having trouble with their eyes. While this 
lack of light was probably not the cause of the trouble it may 
have helped. 


Another thing that should have attention is the sanitary 
conditions and no more need be said on that subject, if it is 
important to educate boys and girls then improvements like 


these seem vital to progress. 
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The principal wishes to thank all those who have so 
kindly supported him and his teachers in the school work of 
Hinsdale. 


In leaving he sincerely wishes the best for the High School.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the Board of Education, Hinsdale, N. H. 


The following report of the public schools of the town is 
hereby presented for your consideration. 


ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 


Beginning with September 1914, our elementary course 
has eight grades instead of nine. This town was one of the 
last fifteen towns of the state to make this change. The usua] 
practice the country over is eight grades; a few places have 
seven and a very small number still retain nine. In changing 
from nine grades to eight, no omissions have been made in the 
course of study. Experienc has shown that the work of 
grades VI to VIII inclusive can be readily done in three years 
with a gain of a year in time and with better resultsin other 
ways. It isinevitable, of course, that promotions in these 
grades are now more stringent than before the change. In the 
grammar grades this year, the work in part has been arrang- 
ed on the departmental plan. One teacher gives instruction 
in a particular subject to the pupils of all the grades. Miss 
Ward gives instruction in handwriting to the pupils of grades 
_IV—VIII. A very decided progress has been made. Improve- 
ment in pen holding, movement, ease and speed, as well as 
in legibility and beauty of line and form have been noted, 
Miss Ward herself has met the rigid requirements of penman- 
ship of the Palmer Penmanship Co., and has recently received 
from the company a diploma for her proficiency in the art. 
Miss Ward also gives instructionin oraland written lan. 
guage to the pupils of grades V—VIII. “Look well to your 
speech’’ is the motto here. We speak a hundred times for 
every written effort, and the pupil who begins his literary 
career by writing at his desk a composition for the next lan- 
guage recitation, is beginning his language training at the

wrongend. — In order, however, to cultivate in children the 
habit of, using good English the concerted efforts of teachers 
in all recitations of whatever sibject should accompany the 


instruction given during the language period. In no subject 
should slovenly English he tolerated. 
Miss Stearns teaches reading in the four grades. The 


chief problem here is how to increase the pupils vocabulary 
and comprehension of the printed page. This problem is best 
sol¥ed by giving plenty of practice in reading. We are trying 
todo this. No longer is it thought sufficient to read one or 
two books per grade. Twenty-five to fifty properly graded 
books are easily within the limits of possible attainments of 
any class above the second grade. No formal rules of elocu- 
tion will avail to give pleasing and effective expression where 
a comprehension of, and feeling for, the thought to be 
expressed, is lacking. Miss Stearns also instructs grades V— 
VIII in arithmetic. The problem here has been to make this 
subject more practical, that is to say, to teach those subjects 
and parts of subjects that are found in the business practice 
of common life. The field of study is therefore narrowed to 
that which is useful in common life, and greater emphasis i8 
put upon skill and accuracy in the more restricted field. By 
this plan of departmental work, the instruction in the funda- 
mental subjects is made more effective for nearly every pupil 
and the work of the rooms is brought to a higher average. | 

The work of the primary grades this year has been in- 
creasingly satisfactory. Last year was one of readjustment 
as some of the teachers had a change of grade. 


MEDICAL INSPECTION—The employment ofa school 
physician would be an innovation in accord with the prevail- 
ing sense of the importance of the physical well-being of the, 
children of our public schools. | While the medical inspection 
is:much.concerned with contagious diseases, it has become 
apparent that the largest benfits of this work are to be found. 
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: 
in conserving the health of pupils by improving the hygienic 
conditions in buildings, by making careful study of each child, 
and by measures designed to remove cause of future physical 
disabilities. | Defective teeth, enlarged tonsils, adnoids and 
defective sight are common among school children and exert 
a harmful influence upon school progress. | The detection of 
these defects by the school physician and their removal by the 
family physician or dentist is frequently followed by marked 
improvement in bodily and mental condition that reacts nfost 
favorably upon school work. 


-~LIGHT—One of the most serious defects which has been 
brought to public attention in recent years is that which 
relates to school-room lighting. The standard set for modern 
buildings is that the window surface to floor area shall be not 
less than one-fifth. This, hovever, tells the story only in 
part. The direction from which light enters is in many in- 
stances such that alarge portion is not available. This 
is true when light is admitted from behind, because then the 
pupils body intercepts a considerable part of it. In some 
instances the light is obstructive rather than helpful. This 
is the case when the light enters on both the right and the 
left sides of the room. | This too is the reason why children 
have so much trouble in seeing work on the board. It is 
difficult and sometimes impcssible economically to remodel 
an old building to make it conform to present day standards 
of lighting. | Recourse then has to be made to artificial 
light. The light in the Depot St. building isso inadequate 
during the short days of the fall and winter, especially in 
stormy weather and on foggy days that book work becomes 
difficult and even impossible. I therefor recommend that 
electric lights be installed in the building. : 


.. THE RURAL SCHOOLS—The schools are in charge of 
teachers who are laboring earnestly and devotedly for the 
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educational advancement of their pupils. | They need all the 
encouragement that ean be given them. The classes are 
small, too small frequently to arouse that interest that comes 
from team work. The number of classes is usually large, 
often much larger than is necessary -or advisable. There is 
here, however, a great opportunity for an ambitious teacher 
with a vision to see the possibilities, to accomplish results , 
important and far reaching. 


HIGH SCHOOL—I refer you to Mr. Young’s report for 
details of the past year’s work. I wish particularly to dis- 
cuss the agricultural aspect of the work. Most of the boys 
of the freshman and sophomore classeshave chosen the agri- 
cultural course. I believe that they have made a wise choice. 
Is there not in Hinsdale a great opportunity to build upa 
profitable type of agriculture and to make improvements in 
present farming conditions? Much of the more level lands is 
rather sandy, but the soil of the most important trucking 
lands of the United States contains considerable sand. The 
advantages of sand in soil for vegetables may be enumerated 
as follows: (1) the land warms up earlier in thespring and 
maintains a higher temperature than heavier soils do; 
(2) fertilizers act more quickly; (3) tillage may begin earlier 
in the spring and continue later in the fall; (4) tillage is less 
expensive; (5) it may beg’n sooner aft2r rains; (6) trans- 
planting is facilitated. Beans, peas, tomatoes, sweet corn, 
asparagus and melons succeed better on the more sandy soils 
provided it is well supplied with humus and is well fertilized. 
Then too, hay is one of the most profitable crops in New 
Hampshire. Its cultivation should be encouraged. Trials on 
such soils have shown an ircrearse of 50 per cent. in yield of 
of timothy from a top dressing of 100 lbs. of nitrate of soda 
and 200 lbs. of acid phosphate applied as soon as growth 
begins in the spring. Commercial fruit growing will probably 
become an extensive industry in New England within the next 
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twenty-five years. Our hillsides are ideal location for apple 
orchards, possessing as they do, strong soil, and providing 
good air drainage as well as good soil drainage. That home 
gardens can be made profitable is proven by the results ob- 
tained by many boys of the county during the past season. 
A notable instance is the yield of over 500 bushels of potatoes 
per acre obtained by two Chesterfield boys. 

Poultry keeping is a profitable industry when intelligently 
conducted and for the money invested yields larger returns 
than any other farm project. | Few of our children will ever 
gotocollege. Is it not well to call their attention by some 
school activities to the possibilities right around them? 


TEACHERS—Since my last report the following changes 
have occured it the teaching force: Resigned, Miss Florence 
Field, Mrs. M. J. Osteyee and Miss Mary E. Mann. 

Miss Mary Coll, Miss Jennie Higgins and Miss Doris 
Hildreth were elected to fill the vacancies.

MUSIC REPORT 


Pore SUPT. OF SCHOOLS, Hinsdale, 'N. H.:- 
The follow:ng is the report of the work in music in the 
schools of Hinsdale, for the year ending 1915—1916 


In order to give the least possible hindrance to the progress 
of music study in the scheols, I have followed closely the 
plans of Miss Rodowsky, the former supervisor. The same 
books too are being used. These are the first, second third 
fourth and fifth new Educational Readers, the Progressive 
Melodies and Laurel song book in the grades; the Laurel 
Song book and supplementary sheet music in the High School 


The purpose of the course is to give the pupils an under- 
standing and appreciation of good music together with the 
development of the ability to produce music. 


The course provides for this in several ways, namely by 
eartraining, sight reading, artistic song singing, rhythm 
training and in the upper grades music writing. 

Beside the song singing, there are certain definite principles 
of tune and rhythm which are taught thruout the grades. 

These principles are defined, illustrated by oral and written 
exercises; by exercises and song material from the books; and 
are reviewed until thoroughly understood and learned by the 
child. Particular attention is given to rhythm for in no other 
study or art is rhythm developed as highly as in music where 
it plays a vital part in developing the emotions. 


It is a great pleasure to see that the pupils learn with 
interest and with out difficulty the various technical principles 
of music. I wish to thank the teachers for their very great 
help in this most difficult part of all the music training. 
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The course which I have planned for this year will be 
completed in almost every room by the end of the last term 
and I feel assured that we will have good results form this 
year’s work.

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MANUAL TRAINING 


The aim of the Manual Training department is to bring. 
the mind and hand together and help the boys to think, in 
the use of the common tools, in making simple problems, 
how to make the hand obey the mind. 

The problems in the fifth and sixth grades are broom 
racks, which teach the use of the try square, saws and plane, 
and the smoothing up ofaboard. Next making simple foot- . 
stools in soft wood, which includes staining and finishing. 

With the coming of spring, they are making bird houses, 
feeding trays and baths. 

At Christmas time the pupils in all grades are encouraged 
in making simple Christmas problems. 

The Seventh grade does more advanced work in making 
the cross lap joint, which teaches the use of chisel and the fit- 
ing of joints. Thefirst problem being a windmill in soft 
wood, then making the joint in hard wood in a candle holder, 

All pupils are encouraged in undertaking individual pro- 
blems, such as making kites, sleds, skiis, etc. and in repairing 
articles for the class rooms. 

The eighth grade are taught to make working drawings 
of their projects, also to find cust of materials, etc., in making 
out lumber bills. 

The problems are simple furniture with the making of 
mortise and tenon joint, glueing and clamping joints, stain- 
ing and finishing, rattan seating, etc.

DRAWING 


Mr. A. P Averill, Superintendent: 

In compliance with your request it gives me pleasure to 
submit the following report on the work dene in drawing in 
the public schools of Hinsdale. 

Since the opening of school in September outlines have 
been followed which are the same as those used in the towns 
of Northfield, Leyden, Guill, Deerfield, Whately, Sunderland 
and Hatfield in Massachusetts. These outlines are practically 
the same as those used in Boston and other large cities, with 
some of the problems varied in accordance to the location of 
these schools. The drawing work consists of nature study 
in the fall followed by design. In the mid-winter term object 
dtawing and action figure drawing, while in the spring 
picture study, illustrative sketching nature study are taken 
up. 

In the lower grades the work is to give freedom in hand- 
ling pencils, scissors and crayons; to drill in straight line 
drawing; to add to the child’s graphic vocabulary and’ to 
enable him to see and draw large proportions correctly. 

The work given the most attention in the upper grades is 
the object drawing and design. The object drawing training 
the hand to obey the eye and making the child more observing. 
It has been discovered that a great many children really see 
very little especially of the sma!ler details of an object. The 
design work should aid the child to distinguish between good 
and bad design and instillin | im a liking of all things beauti 
fulin design and color. This can be done only thru the con- 
stant drill in making these designs and keeping things before 
the child which are good in design and color. 

This fall a few nature drawings were sent in toa contest 
where children from schools all over the United States and 
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Canadacompeted. Inthiscontest George Wilmot of the 
eighth grade in Hinsdale won a third prize. Such contests as 
these should encourage the child to strive for better and more 
original drawings. 

Just before Christmas a new f rm of construction or in- 
dustrial work was taken up using crepe paper rope. This 
involved the application of color combinations taught in 
design. Mats, boxes and baskets were made proving to be 
successful as well as interesting and instructive. 

The upper grades show very much the lack of training, 
especially in the object drawing, but as they are quick to 
grasp, it is hoped that they willimprove rapidly. The lower 
grades are now doing as well or better than they do ina 
great many schools. 

A course in drawing is given in the High School to the 
freshmen and sophomore girls ‘There is also one senior girl 
taking drawing. The course was not started until October so 
very little nature study was possible, but design and color 
have been studied and just before Christmas leather pocket 
books were made and original designs cut in leather. Some 
mechanical drawing has been taken up, but the time given to 
this instruction is insufficient to make this work entirely 
satisfactory. This work requires a great deal of time and 
patience on the part of the pupils and a good deal of special 
instruction for beginners. A course of this kind would be of 
more practical value to the boys and would involve the pur- 
chasing of drawing instruments. The class is at present 
taking up object drawing and as soon as they are able light 
and shade will be studied using charcoal. 


In the High School one thirty-five minute period a week is 
given for drawing, the special teacher giving a lesson bi- 
weekly. Itis strongly advised that the High School double 
the time given drawing, giving one double period a week 


instead of a single period; also that some objects and plaster 
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casts with good but simple lines should be rurcha-ed. 

In the lower grades two thirty minute lessons a week in 
drawing are given and in the upper grades two forty-five 
minute lessons a week are given. The special teacher giving 
a lesson bi-weekly. All other lessons are given by the regular 
teacher and the credit for the thoroughness of the work done 
belongs to those teachers. 

A great deal of interest and enthusiasm in the drawing 
work is shown by both teachers and pupils and it gives me 
a great deal of pleasure to work among them.

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REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER 


A new law went into effect Jan. 1, 1915 abolishing the 
board of health as formerly existed in towns and the law 
makes the selectmen, with one man appointed by the state 
board of health for three years, the new board of health, the 
man so appointed to be known as health officer for the town 

This law has been tried in several states, and has worked 
very satisfactory. To make any law work well it must have 
the support of the people, and the board of health of this 
town therefore ask the citizens and property owners to do 
their best in promoting sanitary conditions and help in mak- 
ing our town aclean and heathful place to live in. 


There is one severe drawback that Hinsdale has to 
contend with, we have no water system nor adequate sewer- 
age, and as there is avery thickly settled portion in our 
village, it behooves us all as landlords and tenants to do our 
best to keep conditions the best we can around our homes. 

Closets should be cleaned as early as possible in the spring 
and attended tothru the warm months, vaults should be 
closed in so as to be dark, so that they will not become a 
breeding place for flies, they should also be properly ventilated 

There should be no open cesspools near buildings and no 
sink drains emptying into the gutters of the highways, the 
law in regard to this is very stringent and should be lived up 
to 
VACCINATION 

The state board of health has issued an order that the 
vaccination in regard to school children must be enforced and 
all scholars who have never been vaccinated must be vaccina- 
ted before the fall schools open, otherwise they will not be 
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allowed to attend school. Cards issued to scholars must be 
returned to the teachers or health officer on or before the 
opening of the fall term of school. If vaccination fails to work 
at the first operation it should be tried three times then ifit 
fails a certificate will be given the same as in a successful 
operation. 


MEDICAL INSPECTION OF SCHOOL 
The law governing the medical inspection of schools is 
optional with towns and is a law the provisions of which 
your health officer thinks would be well for the town to 
adopt, in case ofan outbreak of contagious diseases cases 
might be discovered sooner and an epidemic prevented. 


There are many ailments among children affecting eves 
and throat that shou'd be discovered and remedied so that 
the child may be able to do its best in school. 


There have been ten cases of scarlet fever since June first 
all of which were of a mild form with one exception, which 
were the only cases of contagious diseases that required 


quarantine.
